However, it was emphasized this possibil- 
ity was foreseen days ago and that while the situation is seri- 
ous it is far from critical. 
As in the last war, Germany has won the opening round on 
points, it was stated, but there was doubt in high places that 
the Nazis would be able to keep up the terrific pace of the past 
week. Already there was reason to believe her armored di- 
visions have almost outrun their vital petrol supplies. |

The war was the theme of the Speech 
from the Throne at the opening of parlia- 
ment, almost exclusively so. Only two 
other subjects were mentioned as having 
places in the sessional program; the esti- 
mates for the year, and legislation to es- 


tablish a national unemployment insur- 
ance scheme. Notice was given of the 
tabling of the report of the Royal Com- 
mission on Dominion-provincial relations, 
but nothing was said about action to be 
taken on this matter, 

Broadly the Speech will no doubt be 
found to have correctly forecast the char- 
acter of the session. It must in the nature 
of things be a war session. That is the big 
item of public business at present, the one 
upon which parliament and Government 
must centre attention. What Canada has 
done to help make victory certain, what 
further contribution it can make, and how 
to pay for these operations—these are the 
things of vital concern. All other con- 
siderations are secondary. 


Beaverbrook Gets An Assignment 


Through his newspapers, Lord Beaver- 
brook has been demanding “more planes, 
and more planes, and more planes”. Prime 
Minister Churchill has taken the Cana- 
dian-born newspaper-owner at his word, 
made him minister in charge of output 
and told him to go and build the planes, 
as many as he can find hands to build, 
and lose no time about it. 

Whatever Beaverbrook may lack, a 
talent for organizing is not it. Planes 
will be forthcoming, at a rate never yet at- 
tained in Britain or any other country. 
That can be taken as certain. Supplement- 
ed by building in Canada and other parts 
of the Empire, and purchases in the Unit- 
ed States, Britain's air force will undoubt- 
edly expand, and expand rapidly, despite 
the wastage. 

Apparently the present rate of home 
production, and purchases abroad, have 
enabled British airmen to hold their own 
against the enemy. But that is not good 
enough. The war cannot be won by shoot- 
ing down Nazi bombers which raid other 
countries. The fighting will have to be 
carried into Germany, its airports, muni-. 
tion works, communication systems and 
supply depots blown out of existence. | 
“Planes, more planes, and more planes” 
can do the job.

The Commission's Report 


It is safe to assume that parliament 
will do little if anything at the present ses- 
sion about the report of the Royal Com- 
mission on Dominion-provincial relations. 
The presentation is too voluminous for 
that. The summary prepared by the 
Canadian Press runs to about 38 columns 
of newspaper space. And the members of 
parliament will have to go back of the 
summary, read, mark, learn, and inwardly 
digest the report itself before they will be 
in position to discuss the matter with un- 
derstanding. Most of them will not get 
half-way through the report by the end 
of this busy session. 

Provincial governments and members 
of the legislatures, and municipal councils 
also, will have to study the finding before 
the proposed set-up will be clearly seen by 
the public bodies directly concerned. 
Boards of trade and other organizations 
which contributed information and advice 
to the Commission will likewise have to 
familiarize themselves with what is pro- 
posed, And so many of the general pub- 
lic as feel inclined will also need time to 
examine the scheme. All this before the 
matter will be sufficiently understood for 
the holding of conferences, the focusing 
of public opinion, and the starting of the 
actual work of reconstructing the consti- 
tution—for at first glance that seems 
scarcely too strong a term for the task 
outlined. 

The importance of the subject and the 
thorough-going nature of the report seem 
to let all and sundry in for a prolonged and 
intensive course of study in constitutional 
law. 


Czechoslovakia, 
similar reports 
Yugoslavia and Rumania, have 
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brought the inevitable result in demands 
from many parts of Canada that alien 
enemies be interned en mass. Which sim- 
ply means that every male German in 
Canada, and perhaps every woman also, 
who has not taken out naturalization 
papers should be locked up in an intern- 
ment camp. 

The same kind of demands, it may be 
assumed, are being made upon the gov- 
ernments of every Allied country. They 
are not being made upon the governments 
of neutral countries in Europe only be- 
cause they are not necessary; the govern- 
ments of those countries already having 
taken drastic measures to deport or intern 
German nationals. 
tries farther away such demands are also 
beginning to be heard. 

This was to be expected. It was bound 
to come. Nazi trickery has smeared 
every citizen of Germany who is living 
abroad with suspicion that he is a paid or 
unpaid conspirator against the flag that 
shelters him and the people among whom 
he dwells. There is no way by which an 
innocent person can free himself of this 
suspicion, as there is no way by which 
others can draw a line of distinction and 
say where the suspicion is deserved and 
where it is not deserved. 

The Dominion authorities are reluctant 
to take the extreme action called for, but 
say vigilance has been redoubled. Should 
there be any indications of pro-Nazi sabo- 
tage or other subversive activity no one 
need be surprised if a general round-up 
is made and all persons of enemy national- 
ity placed in “preventive custody”. Such 
persons if they are wise will do nothing to 
confirm the suspicion with which they 
have been invested by the conduct of Ger- 
man nationals elsewhere. And the public, 
it may be hoped, will remember that sus- 
picion may have been thus thrust upon 
parties who have no evil intentions. 


British residents and tourists in Italy 
have been advised by the consuls there to 
go home. They will not all do so. People 
venturesome enough to need the advice 
are not likely to take it. Italy may not 
go to war, but hot-headed Fascist mobs 
are carrying on in a way to make the coun- 
try unsafe for citizens of Allied states. 
Common sense should tell them to get out. 


Berlin reports that more than 1,000 
Allied planes were destroyed in the fight- 
ing in the Low Countries. Allied reports 
admit the loss of about one-eighth of the 
number, while claiming 400 or more Nazi 
machines were destroyed. The difference 
is that the Berlin announcer does not have 
to answer to anybody for what he says. 
The Allied reports are subject to scrutiny 
by neutral observers and have to satisfy 
a popular demand for facts, good or bad. 


Four hundred and fifty-three young 
men and women graduated from the Uni- 
versity of Alberta. The number is only 20 
less than the record, set in 1939. Students 
registered this year were 132 more than 
last. Attendance at ‘Varsity slumped 
sharply when the former great war began. 
Not so this year. The new type of war 
calls for specialists rather than men in 
masses. Students were therefore encour- 
aged to go on with their courses, or to take 
special training before “joining up.”

On This Date

May 17, 1776, 164 years ago today was a 
notable occasion in Quebec. It may be remem- 
bered that when St. Patrick's Day came on the 
previous March 17, Sir Guy Carleton had prom- 
ised the Irishmen of his garrison that they would 
be able to keep the feast of Ireland’s saint just 
two months later. It looked like a rash promise 
at the time, but Carleton had faith in the British 
navy and he knew that the moment the glorious 
white ensign appeared in front of the city Que- 
bec would be delivered, and the Irish, of which 
he was one himself, could have their fun. He 
was right. The navy came on May 3, followed 
by a large fleet with many transports, and any 
chance the French had of retrieving the Plains 
of Abraham was ended. 

The Irish celebration on May 17 was followed 
by two days later by a genera] thanksgiving in 
which French joined with English. Te Deums 
were sung in the Basilica and other churches, 
and it is recorded: 

“The British militia attended church as part 
of the public thanksgiving for our happy deliv- 
erance from the enemy.” 

Meanwhile, up the river, the gallant deLevis, 
who had made so wonderfu! a voyage down from 
Montreal, had defeated Carleton at Ste. Foye and 
renewed the siege, only to have his hopes crash- 
ed by the coming of the British navy, began his 
retreat beck to Montreal, where he was to be 
compelled to surrender to Amherst on Sept. 6 
following. Undefeated on land he had been 
foiled by Britsin’s contro] of the sea, and had 
no alternative but to retrace his steps westward. 
His retreat was an orderly one. Carleton made 
no attempt to follow him, knowing that the 
French were trapped and that it was only a 
question of time before they would have to capi- 
tulate. Gradually during the months that fol- 
lowed the British armies approached unti] Mon- 
treal was encircled. DeLevis wanted to fight it 
out even at Montreal), but was overruled by Vau- 
dreuil and he broke his sword in two rather than 
hand it to the foe.

Going Too Far

The Big Offensive 


No more cheap victories now await Hitler. 
For the first time his military strength is being 
pitted against that of nations whose resources 
match, and indeed surpass his own. The blood- 
less assault on Czecho-Slovakia, the lightning 
campaign against Poland, the economically de- 
vised conquest of Denmark and southern Nor- 
way, are in No respect to be compared with the 
battles that are taking shape today. These giant 
encounters will be more costly even than those 
of the last world war; and upon their outcome 
the world awaits to learn whether freedom or 
slavery is to be its lot. 

Hitler no doubt believes that he has wisely 
chosen the moment for his attack. It would be 
natural for him to believe that the parlia- 
mentary crisis in Great Britain these past few 
days had thrown his most powerful antagonist 
into confusion. In this, as in many other of his 
major judgments, he has guessed wrong. There 
are not a few in Britain today who would have 
wished to see a change of political leadership, 
but the crisis that has developed on the fighting 
fronts will, for the moment at least, push ail 
else aside. The British peopic at this moment 
stand united and self-possessed, their minds 
untroubled by what, in the light of the events of 
the past few days, is mere trivial. 

It is true that the fate of the British govern- 
ment depends upon the degree of success with 
which it meets the Nazi thrust, but this, at the 
moment, is secondary. 

It is unnecessary to deal with the Nazi claim 
that Germany was forced to invade two more 
of the most peaceful nations in Europe for her 
own protectfon. The world knows as welj as 
the liars in the Wilhelmstrasse that their story 
of an Allied attack through the Low Countries 
is false. : 

The plan now developing falls too easily into 
its place in the general scheme of Nazi tactics. 
The Norwegian campaign of last month assumes 
its proper role as a preliminary movement de- 
signed to assist the major operations that have 
begun in the West; and the wisdom of the Allied 
withdrawal from their untenable outposts on 
the Norwegian shore is proved by the fact that 
their strength can now be concentrated against 
the infinitely more dangerous attack on Holland 
and Belgium. These two countries are, of 
course, only way-stations on the line of the pro- 
posed Nazi advance. The German tactics of 
attack are following those of the Schlieffen plan 
used by the Kaiser's war lords in 1914. The 
assault upon the Low Countries is devised by 
the Nazi high command to separate, if it can, 
the forces of the Allies; to drive a wedge be- 
tween France and Britain; and to maintain and 
make terrible use of advanced air bases along 
the North Sea, from which squadrons of bombers 
will launch attacks upon the channel harbors 
and the British ports——Winnipeg Free Press.

CASSEROLE OF CHILI 
(Serves 12) 

Two-thirds cup of oil or drip- 
pings, 2 pounds ground beef (ham- 
burger may be substituted), 3% 
tablespoons chili powder, 2. tea- 
spoons salt, 1 minced small clove 
garlic, 1% cups chopped onion, 1% 
cups quartered ripe olives, 1% 
quarts drained, cooked, seasoned 
Mexican red beans, 1 quart liquid 
from beans. 

Six cups water, 1% teaspoons sah, 
3 tablespoons butter, 1% cups yel- 
low corn meal, ripe olives for gar- 
nish, . 

Heat oil in large skillet. Add 
meat and cook and stir about 10 
minutes. Add chili powder, salt, 
garlic, onion and quartered olives, 
and continue cooking and stirring 
about 5 minutes. Combine with 
beans and liquid, and stir to blend. 
Combine 5 cups water, salt and but- 
ter and bring to a boil. 

Moisten corn meal with remain- 
ing 1 cup water and stir into boil- 
ing water. Cook and stir about 5 
minutes. Cool slightly. Cover bot- 
tom and sides of a 314 quart casser- 
ole or baking pan with corn meal 
mixture (retaining about 1-3 for. 
top). 

Pour chili into lined casserole 
and circle top with remaining corn 
meal. Garnish with whole ripe 
olives. Bake in a moderate oven 
(375 degrees F.) about 30 minutes.

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West Defence Batteries 


Quite Capable Guard 
Canada’s ‘Pacific Port

articles on Canada’s west coast 
defences, written by a British 
United Press Staff Correspond- 
ent following a press tour ar- 
ranged by the Dept. of National 
Defence.

WITH THE CANADIAN DE- 
FENCE FORCES ON THE WEST 
COAST, May 17.—t¢ was at Vic- 
toria's aristocratic Union Club 
several weeks after war had 
broken out that a growp of us 
were discussing Canada’s ability 
te repel a German warship, 
should she attempt to shell a west 
coast harbor. 

Memories stirred under the in- 
fluence of a few drinks, and a local 
historian revived the tale of the 
German cruiser Leipzig during the 
last war. This was the ship, accord- 
ing to what is now legend, that was 
the key factor of a carefully laid 
plot to enter Vancouver harbor, 
shell everything to kingdom come, 
and then steam off into the Pacific 
after a landing party had rifled all 
gold from the city's banks. 

That she did actually cruise off 
Vancouvér ‘Island is certain, and 
credence is given to the report 
that she entered the Straits of Juan 

de Fuca, only to be turned back by 
force of circumstances. 
CONVERSATION TOPIC 

Whether. a Nazi pocket-battleship 
could do what the ill-fated Leipzig 

did not became the topic of conver- 
sation, 

A member of the local wiseacres 
club, a shrewd-looking young 
specimen with a receding chin, 
spoke with confidence and scorn. 

“How could our chaps stop her?” 
he asked sardonically. “What good 
would those popguns we have be if 
anything larger than a rowboat 
came over?

newsmen taken on a tour of Can- 
ada’s west coast defences, and 1 
know now what the officer was 
thinking. 

-On the tour I saw the big guns 
that guard British Columbia's vital 
harbors. No pop guns, they stand 
ready in scattered batteries, wher- 
ever an invading warship might 
attack. 
POINT TO HORIZON 

On lonely promontories jutting 
into the sea, clinging to rocky cliffs 
overlooking the Pacific, at a score 
of points they stand ready, manned 
day and night, their rangy barrels 
always pointing toward the horizon 
over which an enemy might appeer. 

At one such battery, comprising 

part of the elaborate coast defences, 
we saw in detail how Canada’s 
garrison artillery stands ready for 
attack at any moment, 

Leaving our cars at the bottom of 

a high, rocky cliff, we began a 
steep clim up innumerable wooden 
stairways, passing through wooded 
sectors which hid barracks, mess 
halls, cook houses and storage 
sheds. Climbing steadily through 
the trees we came out into the open, 
hundreds of feet above the level of 
the sea below us. Sunk into the 
rock was a small, immensely thick 
concrete pillbox affair, cleverly 
camouflaged so that it blended into 
the rock background. Round its 
front and two sides was an opening, 
18 inches wide, allowing perfect 
vision of the ocean below. 

Here was the central control 
station for the battery about us 
and others nearby. Through the 
opening, which could be covered 
by a heavy steel flap, pierced 
with slits, gaze@ the officers 
directing the fire of a dozen or 
more heavy calibre defence guns. 
Complex range finding instru- 

ments were mounted beside them, 
by which they could determine the 
distance of an approaching ship and 
its direction ‘and speed’ of sail. 
Other instruments calculated the 
necessary elevation and direction 
in which the gun should be fired. 


SEES NEW WONDERS 

Listening to these fellows explain 
their system, I felt my whole theory 
of ballistics tottering, Quits 
simple, my own system, based on 
wide experience with and careful 
examination of the various schools 
of thought regarding air rifle op- 
eration, had always been merely to 
point the gun at. what was to be hit 
and pull the trigger. If the shot 
went wide, quite obviously, it had 
not been pointed right, and I tried 
again. I was pretty good, too. 

With these chaps, it was dif- 
ferent. They took all the sporting 
side from it. 

They weren't satisfied with point- 
ing, but had to squint through a 
weird-looking telescope, bristling 
with delightful little knobs, screws 
and other intriguing gadgets. 

This having been done several 
times, each time followed by fur- 
ious scribbling on a large*sheet of 
paper (it looked as if they were at 
the old game of figuring how many 
sacks of apples “A” owed “B” if 
“C” had given “B” twice to the nth 
quantity what “A” had in the first 
place.) They went still deeper, into 
the really heavy stuff. 

First they calculated wind direc- 
tion and velocity. Then they some- 
how took into account the tem- 
perature, and threw that in too, 
Complete weather reports are fur- 
nished several times daily for this 
reason.

With instructions 
such as these, we were told, even 
a gunner suffering from a bad case 
of palsy could dump a 400-pound 
shell into the funnel of an enemy 
warship ten miles away. 


DIFFERENT NOW 

Not so very long ago a few brass 
cannon mounted on a wooden stand 
with a heap of iron shot piled be- 
side it was considered good enough 
to discourage unwelcome visitors. 
Not so now. 

Mounted on huge concrete em- 
placements stand the guns, terrific 
clunks of metal and tiny pieces 
or intricate mechanism, all bal- 
anced so finely that the whole can 
be turned and twisted by means of 
a wheel worked between the 
fingers of one hand. 

Underneath are miniature 
Maginot lines, long concrete sub- 
terranean tunnels extending hund- 
reds of yards between observa- 
tion posts and the guns, and 
through which ammunition can 
be brought without exposure to 
enemy fire. Far beneath the guns 
are magazines, holding supplics 
of explosives and shells. Mounted 
at strategic points flanking the 
batteries are Lewis guns, to pre- 
vent a Janding party from attack- 
ing them, assuming a small craft 
had worked its way in, 

Expensive playthings, the largest 
of the big guns fire only a few 
hundred rounds before the lining 
is worn out and must be replaced. 

Those few hundred rounds. 
though, can do a lot of damage. 
Probably they won't fire that many 
in a hundred years at an enemy, 
but if they have to, they're ready. 

Even if they never fire a shot, 
they were worth the experience as 
far as our cameramen were con- 
cerned, Gurgling like babies with 
a new toy, they took shots at all 
angles. Not ‘content with behaving 
like civilized humans, they rolled 
on their backs, shooting upwards 
at menacing barrels, They took 
pictures from above, behind, in 
front, from the side, and one even 
more depraved than the rest suc- 
ceeded in persuading , the com- 
mander to open the breech and let 
him shoot down the barrel. 

Underneath the guns, peacefully 
at anchor, were several merchant 
ships, flying the Danish and Nor- 
wegian flags.
